There were a lot of opportunists 
in Jerusalem when Jesus made His 
final entry into the city.

ferent worshipers. The salesfolk 
moved within the temple itself to 
sell their goods. 
The

brought nothing from their own 
worldly goods to sacrifice in the 
symbolic service of giving. They 
paused in the foyer of the temple 
to purchase commercial sacrifices 
which meant nothing. 
Jesus walked into the temple on 
the Monday of Holy Week and saw 
the mockery and sham which was 
being made a religion. 
With a

penter’s arm, He overthrew the 
traders’ tables and drove both the 
racketeers and the insincere buy­ 
ers from the house of worship;

LONDON Opt—Soviet Secret Po­ 
lice Chief Ivan Serov is cutting 
short his visit to Britain because 
of violent protests against his com­ 
ing here, it was reported today. 
London newspapers greeted Ser­ 
ov with cries of “ butcher” and 
••odious thug” on his arrival here 
to check security arrangem ents for 
tile visit of Prem ier Nikolai Bul­ 
ganin and Communist leader Nikita 
S. Khrushchev. 
He had planned to rem ain in 
London 
until 
they arrive next 
month but has decided to leave 
earl> so British public opinion can 
calin down before his bosses a r­ 
rive, reliable sources reported. 
Form er Soviet P rem ier Georgi 
Malenkov, has decided to cut short 
his visit to the north of England 
and will return here Wednesday. 
Soviet sources said It was believed 
he could confer with Serov before 
the police boss leaves for Moscow. 
Serov picknicked Sunday on a 
beach at Brighton with his body­ 
guards. 
He told newsmen there 
were only a "few working days 
left” and that he was going back 
to Moscow. 
He said the Russian 
leaders would stay at Cia ridges, 
one of London’s swankiest. 
Malenkov was in Blackpool where 
he saw his first trailer and de­ 
scribed it as “ cozy.” And in Fleet­ 
w ood where he visited the home 
of a power worker and cuddled a 
13 months-olr baby with cries of 
“ goo goo.” 
But he had harsh words for the 
British custom of heating houses 
with coal ana said in Russia houses 
were heated with waste heat from 
factories and power stations.
